Fair in Dallas last month. In the}, 
video room, run by the SDF-Fort Worth’s Mike © 
Harris and John Wilson, people were "blown 
away” by the sound quality and picture of the 
animated science fiction films, "Bubblegum 
Crisis. 

The Bubblegum Crisis series of videos is 
about a team of four young women who, 
wearing high-tech battle suits, right wrongs and 
fight evil military monsters called bumas. 
Each video is about thirty to forty-five minutes 
long and they are released only on videotape or 
as they are called in Japan, OAV (Original 
Animation Video). 

All six of the videos in the current series 
were shown. Number seven had come out only 
recently and was not available to be screened. 

A sound system with four speakers 
surrounding the viewer, plus a pro jection TV 
provided the ultimate in anime viewing for the 
lucky con goers. All the films were subtitled. 
Some, like most of the "Bubblegum Crisis" 
videos, had never been shown subtitled before.

It’s mostly 
fixed now, but I’m going to work 
on it some more and clear out all 
the bugs."

"We just got six done when 
number seven came out [part 
seven, "Double Vision" was just 
released in Japan]. John and 
Takeo are going to get right to 
work on translating." 
When asked about the legal 
aspect of what they are doing, the 
video hobbyist’s face gets serious. 
"We are just making a copy that 
we can watch and enjoy. 
Computer people call it an 
archival copy. John is the owner 
of the discs and the owner of the 
only copy of the tape. We don’t 
sell the tapes. It’s stupid to think 
it’s wrong to do this."

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PART OF THE PROGRAM! computer is memorizing the time — "production studio" all you find 
ee ccs down to a thirtieth of a second. js two VCR’S, a lazerdisc player, 


and a computer. 

"That’s all it takes, really," 
he explains while starting the 
computer to show how it works. 

"We take the signal from the 
lazerdisc player and run it 
through the computer, add the 
subtitles, and then record it on a 
Hi-Fi VCR." He smiles like 
anybody could do it. 

"Of course, you do have to 
get the Japanese translated into 


English. John and Takeo do all 


of that. Without them, we'd 
have never gotten started." He is 
referring to John Wilson and 
Takeo Minami of the SDF-Fort 
Worth. They have translated 
many of the current "Gal Force" 
films as well as “Time Stranger" 
and some "Orange Road" 
episodes. 

Once the translated script is 
given to Roger (usually already 
on computer disc), he loads the 
script into his computer and 
starts his work. 

“The program I wrote does 
most of the work for me. All lI 
do is punch the button when I 
want the title to come on or 
change or whatever." He 
demonstrates the process on the 
computer which shows a screen 
full.of numbers and at least six 
lines of text. Much more than on 
the finished product. 

"In this mode, I can see what 
comes next. It makes it easier to 
punch the button at the right 
time." |

apparently not done while he sits 
at the computer.
